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Foes of Freedom Seek to Stop 
World Flow of Information

Newspaper readers and radio 
listners the world over would hene- 
fit by the free flow of information 
throughout the world. All totali- 
tarian governments and some gov- 
ernments professing to be demo- 
cratic believe they would be in- 
jured by the free flow of informa- 
tion. Governments of that turn of 
mind exercise -their sovereign 
powers to restrict the publication 
of news and opinion which they 
consider damaging- to their irite- 
rests, They try to prevent such in- 
formation from reaching other 
countries as: well as prevent its 
publication within the area they 
control. 

These governments do not stop 
there. They try to make people 
believe that such controls make for 
“peace” and good relations’ be- 
tween nations, They try to make 
people believe that*those who in- 
-sist-on reporting what actually is 
going on instead of only what 
governments wish published are 
“warmongers,” “monopolists” anl 
“fascists.” If they can’ persuade 
enough people that controls and 
censorships promote -peace and 
freedom of information breeds 
war they will shackle the press and 
radio of the Countries in which it 
iş still free as they have shackled 
the press and’ radio of their own 
countries. If they can prevail upon 
the United Nations to write the 
principles. of government and con- 
trol of information into interna- 
tional law. they will have a sanc- 
‘tion for their interferences with 
the free flow of news at present 
found only in their own decrees. 

The foes of freedom operate on 
two levels in the international 


sphere. They are trying in the 
United Nations assembly to con- 
vert draft treaties which were in- 
tended to increase the flow of in- 
formation into limitations of free- 
dom. In the United Nations Sub- 
commission on Freedom of Infor- 
mation they try to influence world 
public opinion against freedom and 
in favor of restrictions. In both the 
assembly and_the Subcommission 
British, Filipino, Dutch, Canadian, 
Scandinavian and other believers 
in freedom. have worked with 
Americans to lower existing bar- 
riers to the free flow of informa- 
tion and to prevent the raising of 
new barriers. 

Latterly the believers in freedom 
have had to’devote so much effort 
to protecting such freedom as ex- 
ists that it has not been possible 
to do much about widening the 
area of freedom, 

Never in modern times has it 
been so difficult to report what :s 
going on in’so large a part of the 
world. Never has it been so im- 
partant to know what is going on. 
Those of’ us who have assume: 
some responsibility for the. ad- 
vancement of freedom of informa- 
tion urgently need for solicit the 
support of readers and listeners 
everywhere for the cause we cham- 
pion.

TALLAHASSEE — The state 


road department has issued its 
first for bids on lease or rental of 
road building equipment, as a re- 
sult of a recent ruling by Circuit 
Judge Hugh Taylor here that such 
equipment rentals could not be 
dealt “off the cuff’. The depart- 
ment has asked bids on renting 
road scrapers, bull dozers, shoveis 
and trucks for use in 16 projects 
scattered through 12 counties. 
Such leasing allows the depart- 
ment to ge the work done without 
state funds in guch equipment. 


TALLAHASSEE—Federal ` Dis- 
trice Judge . Dozier A. DeVane 
this week will hear arguments by 
the Florida Railroad and Public 
Utilities Commission on its peti- 
tion to prevent.railroads from rais- 
ing their freight rates on Florida 
raw products.

Farm Labor aly 
Will Be Short This 
Year, Graw Thinks 


ORLANDO—Farm labor for the 
coming season's fruit and vege- 
table crops in Florida will be any- 
thing but easy to supply, and even 
now is just as-hard to predict, ac- 
cording to LaMonte Graw, man- 
ager of Florida Fruit and Vege- 
table Association, with inductions 
into the armed services and wa: 
industries added to a possible cuz- 
tailment in transportation faciti- 
ties. In the-past years, other states 
helped out considerably in filling 
the needed Florida quota, including 
the 1949-50 season when the sup- 
ply was ample in spite of a 6 per- 
cent increase in production vol- 
ume, but much of this outside help 
now is certain to be unavailable. 

When asked as to the possibility 
of the federal government's help- 
ing out with recruitment and 
transportation of farmworkers, as 
during World War II, Graw stated 
that post-war farm labor associa- 
tions, with migratory workers zs 
their prime concern, had handled 
a the problem more efficiently and 
“at less than one tenth of the cost.” 

At least one major individual 
concern, U. (S. Sugar Corp, at 
Clewiston, hàs for several 
solved its labor supply pro 
by importation of worker; 
the Bahamas, under an agre 
with British West Indies 4 
ties. These have in many cases be- 
come practically year-round work- 
ers, moving to Midwestern and
